War was ra^fiu^. In its early days it and the Belmont at Jerome Bark were justly <leeme«i tl>e most im 
portant events tlie Ameriean turf and its list of plaeed horses is a splendid galaxy of the stars of 
Amerh-an turf history. In the inultiidieity of rieh events of the present time it dws not hold its (ui.cinal 
hiRh rank, but is still suttieiently valuable to Ik? favorably regarded by owners. Its long and interesting 
record is as fidlows:

The time, 1;12J, 
was fast considering the track conditions. 

.Mose Goldblatt arrived here yesterday from Sara- 
toga ami this morning a number of his horses that 
have iK'en resting up at Windsor reached the Fort 
Eric track.

EMPIRE CITY MEETING OPENS WITH 
AN ATTENDANCE OF 15,000. 

Poor Transportation Facilities Keep Man/ 
Away— Prince Ahmed Wins the Han- ' 
dicap Featuring the Card. 



New York, August B). — Fully lo.tMto were In at- 
tendance at tlie Ihiqure City traek to encourage the 
“western invaders,” as tlie people most largely 
represented in the ra<*ing at Yonkers are called* 
by New Yorkers, in their inaugural attempt to 
eondiiet a rai*e meet in the metroiMilis.
